Medical pot is legal in 2014, but how 
the rollout will happen is up in the air

Illinois rang in 2014 as the 2oth state where 
medical marijuana is legal. But the nuts and bolts 
of the new state law will likely take legislators at 
least a year to hammer out. For people interested 
in becoming card-carrying medical marijuana us- 
ers or helping grow the new pot industry the law 
creates, that could mean months of waiting. 

The state bill legalizing the use of marijuana 
and marijuana-infused products to treat health 
ailments and alleviate chronic symptoms took 
effect Wednesday. But the bill’s chief House 
sponsor, Deputy Majority Leader Lou Lang (D- 
Skokie), says legal pot will not be for sale here 
anytime soon. 

“This law will be the most highly controlled 
and regulated. It is like no other bill in no other 
state,” he said. “We’re not going to be like Cali- 
fornia, where pretty much anybody can get an 
online prescription from a doctor they've never 
heard of. It is not likely that any patients will 
have the product before fall or winter 2014 at the 
earliest.” 

That’s because the state departments tasked 
with carrying out the new legislation have scores 
of questions to answer first. Their recommenda- 
tions, due back to the state legislature by May, 
will form the basis of the state’s medical mari- 
juana regulations, Lang said, from what fees to 
charge marijuana growers and marijuana dispen- 
saries to what computer software to use to moni- 
tor them, to how often to conduct inspections of 
the facilities to make sure they are following the 
letter of the law. 

Chicago first moved in the direction of de- 
criminalizing marijuana in 2012, when the City 
Council voted to issue citations for the posses- 
sion of small amounts of marijuana. Since Au- 
gust 2012, police have been able to issue tickets 
of $250 to $500 for people caught with up to 15 
grams of weed. 

Under its medical marijuana law, the state 
plans to license 22 “cultivation centers,” or places 
that will grow marijuana, and 60 dispensaries 
that will be able to sell the product. But Lang said 
the new marijuana industry this law creates will 
likely draw thousands of business applicants, and 
the state will need to come up with strict criteria 
to determine who gets to be in business. 

Sam Kamin, a professor and program director 
at the University of Denver College of Law who 
has studied marijuana legalization in the US., said 
Illinois may be able to learn from other states 
with legalized medical marijuana, like Washing- 
ton and Colorado, when crafting its policies. 

“There are more things to figure out than you 
could imagine,” he said. “Whether it’s labeling, 
additives, colors, how to avoid marketing to chil- 
dren, how to deal with costs ... there are literally 
hundreds of thousands of decision points along 
the way.” 

The medical marijuana bill already has inspired 
one local business venture. Good Intentions, a 
clinic founded in Michigan, opened an outpost in 
Bucktown in August. It does not offer marijuana 
to patients and cannot issue medical marijuana

cards, but it advertises itself as place where 
people interested in being prescribed medi- 
cal marijuana can develop a relationship with 
physicians who could eventually legally rec- 
ommend it to them. 

State regulators filed a complaint in De- 
cember against a doctor at the clinic, charg- 
ing that he was collecting fees from patients 
without first having a “legitimate physician- 
patient relationship,” which is a requirement 
of the bill. 

The clinic’s general manager, Daniel Reid, 
said the complaint was “anti-patient” and 
without merit, and that Good Intentions is 
providing an opportunity for severely ill Chi- 
cagoans to take the first step toward access to 
medical marijuana. 

“These people are ill, they’re on all sorts of 
narcotics, they want to break the addiction, 
they don’t want to be in pain, and they know 
medical marijuana will accomplish that,” Reid 
said. He said he could not disclose how many 
patients the clinic is currently working with, 
but that more than 25,000 people have in- 
quired about its services so far. 

Reid said he hopes some terminally ill pa- 
tients could be granted early access to legal 
medical marijuana in the new year, but Lang 
said that is unlikely to happen. 

To Lang, the issue of getting medical mari- 
juana to suffering people who could die long 
before the state’s medical marijuana program 
gets underway underscores one of the big 
challenges of trying to regulate an activity 
that has long been considered a criminal of- 
fense. 

“Tf we did that, we'd be expediting their ille- 
gal purchase of marijuana,” he said. “We didn’t

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Is The Radler a beer 
hall cool enough 
for Logan Square?

Even as a person of German descent who 
grew up in a kitchen filled with the spiced 
aromas of Oma’s knockwurst, stollen and 
roladin, I can still admit there are reasons 
Chicago doesn’t have a Bavarian restaurant 
on every corner. The food is heavy, rustic 
and generally doesn’t lend itself to the sort of 
modern presentation that French, Italian or 
Japanese cuisine does. So when I heard that 
Nathan Sears (formerly the chef de cuisine 
at the much-lauded Vie in suburban Western 
Springs) and Adam Hebert (also formerly of 
Vie) had teamed up to open a hip, contem- 
porary spin on a German beer hall in Logan 
Square, I raised an eyebrow. Could spaetzle 
be sexy? When The Radler opened in mid- 
December, I had my chance to find out.

Don’t expect the Hofbrauhaus: This is not 
your Lincoln Square beer hall, guys. My 
friends and I almost walked past The Radler, 
mistaking its exposed brick walls and graffiti- 
inspired art for some other bar. In fact, except 
for a few steins, three massive wood clocks 
and some long, communal tables, not much 
about the interior says “beer hall” at 
all. I wasn’t complaining, though— 
I'd choose the classic hip-hop 
soundtrack I heard at The Ra- 
dler over polka music any day. 


Drink by the liter: This bar is all 
about the beer—and lots of it. 
Yes, you could order locally made 
craft ales from Ale Syndicate or Atlas 
Brewing Company, but it’s the Haus Helles 
(brewed by Lombard, IIL.’s Flesk Brewing) or 
the Stiegl Pils that are truer to the German 
preference for lagers. It’s worth the $11-$13 to 
order those by the liter and hoist the over-

size glass mug for a toast with 
your friends. Drinkers who 
prefer a lighter option 
should try the Haus 
Radler—a mix of 
the Haus Helles 
and lemon 
soda—whose 
citrusy flavor 
will be even 
more appro- 
priate come 
warmer weather. 
The beer-averse 
aren't out of luck; 
four signature 
cocktails, a half-dozen 
wines and a spicy 
gluhwein ($6, 
served warm ina red 
boot-shaped mug) round out the 
menu. 


O Eat heartily: The Radler’s menu 
of seasonal German dishes (“The 
Best”) and housemade sausages 
(“The Wurst”) is well-suited to the 
freezing Chicago weather. A classic beer 
hall snack, the Haus Pretzel ($6), justifies its 
price tag with an addictive barley-malt butter 
that lends a sweet counterweight to the salty, 
yeasty dough—just one bite had me forsaking 


mustard for the foreseeable future. 
Dishes such as the deep-fried 
ham hock ($14) and fried 
bread dumpling ($13) 
» sounded absurdly 
heavy, but were rea- 
sonably portioned 
and, while filling, 
didn’t immediately 
induce cardiac 
arrest. I loved the 
seasonings and the 
smooth texture of 
the weisswurst ($9 
per half-pound), a 
pork belly sausage that 
has always been one of 
my favorites, but I would 
have preferred the sausage 
grilled rather than poached to add 
some snap or char to the casing. 


Bottom line: Laid-back enough for a meet- 
up with friends and slick enough for a casual 
date, The Radler provides what beer halls are 
supposed to: a place to socialize and drink. 
The food is tasty and definitely German, but 
thankfully there’s nary a lederhosen in sight.

Despite the big names 
behind the project— Matt Eisler and Kevin 
Heisner (Bangers & Lace, Trenchermen) and 
Stephen Cole (The Barrelhouse Flat)— Cole 
is adamant that Lone Wolf be a place for 
people to “get off work and relax.” I stopped 
by on two recent nights to find out whether 
it hit the mark. 


The scene: Cubed glass windows and a low- 
key, neon-yellow wolf sign let me know I had 
reached Lone Wolf. I pushed open the wood 
doors and had a view of the entire bar—no 
VIP areas or “lounge seating” here. A 
U-shaped, warm wood bar anchors the center 
of the room, and I saw couples and trios scat- 
tered throughout the round, black leather 
booths that line the walls. On a Sunday night, 
I spotted a few chefs and bartenders from 
nearby restaurants and bars cracking open 
Schlitzes. On a Thursday, the space was more 
crowded, though seats weren't tough to find.
